Free  Agency  is  God's   great  gift   to  man,   and   the  right  and  responsib- 
ilities of  choice  are  among  the  most  important  obligations  of  life  each  one  of 
us  has.        Decision  making  is  often  a  struggle  for  all   of  us.        It  is  affected 
sometimes  by  our  pride,   sometimes  by  our  appetites ,   sometimes  by  our  stubborn- 
ness and  sometimes  by  our  ignorance. 

Making  decisions   through  ignorance  is   full   of  dangers.        It  has  been 
said  that   to  choose,   one  first  must  know.        Amongst   the  safeguards  in  making 
decisions  is  being  prepared  and  informed  by  gathering  all    the  facts  necessary 
in  order  to  anticipate  and  not  let  ourselves  suddenly  come   upon  a   decision 
unprepared.        There  are  many   times  when  one  cannot  anticipate  what  is  going  to 
happen  and  one  is  placed  in  a  position  of  having  to  make  a   decision  suddenly. 
Being  prayerful ,   keeping  one's  mind  alert  and  not  dulling  one's  senses  by  any 
form  of  abuse  prepares  one  for  such  occasions. 

There  are  also  many  decisions  made  out  of  defiance .        These  are 
decisions  made  when  one  knows   the  rules,    the  policies ,    the  commandments;      when 
one  knows  what  is  right  and  wrong  but  ignores  what  one  knows  and  fails   to  stay 
with  one's  standards.        Decisions  which  are  made  contrary   to  one's  standards 
are  among   the  most  heartbreaking  and  lead  to  the  greatest  regrets.        At  Church 
College  we  experience  such  moments  far  too  often  when  a   student  loses  his  or 
her  privilege  of  being  at  school   for  making  decisions  contrary   to  what  he  or 
she  knows    to  be   right. 

There  are  also  decisions  we  make  which  revolve  around  personal, 
social   and  emotional  problems.        One  safeguard  in  helping  us  make   the  right 
decisions   under  these  circumstances  is   to  seek  counsel   from  people  in  whom 
we  can   confide  and   trust,   people  such  as  parents,  personal   friends,   counsellors, 
teachers,   bishops,   branch  presidents  and  so  on.        We  must  also  seek  counsel 
from  the  Lord  in  prayer.        President  Wilford  Woodruff  once  said,    "Whenever  you 
are  in  doubt  about  any  duty  or  work  which   you  have   to  perform,   never  proceed    . . . 
until    you    ...    labour  in  prayer." 

Decisions   then  can  be  made  with  assurance  and  safety  when  we  seek 
to  know  all   we  can  by  being  properly  prepared,   when  we  maintain  standards 
which  we  know   to  be   true,    when   we   keep  ourselves  mentally   and   spiritually 
alert,   when  we  seek  counsel   from  competent  people  and  when  we  seek  guidance 
prayerfully   from  our  Heavenly   Father.

In  November  1977 »  history  was  made  once  again  in  New  Zealand  when  twelve 
missionaries  met  at  C.C.N. Z.  in  the  first  missionary  training  school  to  be 
held  outside  of  America. 

The  Missionaries  present  were  going  to  Australia,  New  Zealand,  the  Phil- 
lip ines  and  Fiji. 

The  school  was  established  to  give  missionaries  called  from  Australia  and 
New  Zealand  the  experience  missionaries  were  receiving  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Missionaries  come  to  Temple  View  for  a  week  and  receive  teaching  on 
Doctrinal  subjects  and  participate  in  workshops  where  they  learn  how  to  work 
with  people  and  how  to  adjust  to  missionary  life. 

Personnel  from  C.C.N.Z.  play  a  major  role  in  teaching  the  various 
sessions  and  old  students  who  are  returned  missionaries  such  and  Brother 
Rober  Belbin  and  Brother  Eddie  Marshall,  conduct  the  workshops  where  the 
skills  of  missionary  work  are  taught. 

To  date  this  year,  there  have  been  six  mission  schools  held  with  approx- 
imately one  hundred  and  twenty  missionaries  receiving  the  benefits  of  such 
indepth  training.   The  response  from  Mission  Presidents  has  been  very  positive, 
They  have  stated  that  one  week  at  the  training  school  has  saved  the  mission- 
ary three  months  which  is  the  period  of  time  it  would  normally  take  him  to 
reach  the  same  level  in  the  field. 

Dr.  Wihongi  has  stated  that  having  the  school  on  campus  adds  a  beau- 
tiful spirit  to  C.C.N.Z.  and  has  a  good  influence  on  the  students. 

Brother  Kennerley, coordinator  for  the  missionary  training  school  said 
that  he  could  not  think  of  a  better  venue  than  C.C.N.Z.   The  students  at 
C.C.N.Z.  are  marvellous  the  way  they  show  respect  to  the  missionaries.   It  is 
a  delight  to  be  on  campus  and  the  C.C.N.Z.  personnel  who  take  part  in  presen- 
tations are  excellent  and  concientious. 


Originally  the  school  was  going  to  be  held  three  times  a  year,  but 
after  the  first  one  it  was  increased  to  six  times  a  year.   With  the  call  of  the 
Prophet  for  more  missionaries  this  number  may  even  be  increased. 

In  the  words  of  one  missionary  which  would  be  typical  of  many  statements 


made  "It  has  been  the  most  spiritually  uplifting  week  of  my  life,

Early  in  the  new  year  we  received  notice  from  Trinity  College

On  the  2nd  of  June  the  band)layed  on  T.V.2's  Telethon 
together  with  a  choral  group  from  the  school  and  a  vocal  soloist 
Kathy  Wells.   Also  featured  was  a  Samoan  Fire  Dance  by  Eitika 
Tausia.   The  Friday  before  Telethon  the  fine  arts  group  in- 
cluding the  band  performed  at  an  Open  House  for  the  Kawhia  Depen- 
dent Branch.   This  same  group  had  the  privilege  of  performing 
for  President  Tanner  at  a  Devotional  during  his  visit.   A 
small  group  from  the  band  also  played  at  a  ''Media  Dinner"  at 
which  members  of  the  Media  met  President  Tanner. 

On  the  27th  of  July  meabers  of  the  band  along  with  students 
doing  music  for  School  Certificate  and  University  Entrance  at- 
tended a  special  Concert  given  by  the  Auckland  Symphonia  for 
Secondary  School  Students.   On  the  Uth  of  August  School  Certif- 
icate and  University  Entrance  Music  Students  attended  a  music 
workshop  at  Teachers  College  not  only  receiving  instructions 
on  work  for  School  Certificalte  and  University  Entrance  but  also 
taking  part  in  an  orchestra  and  choir  (formed  from  students  from 
schools  in  South  Auckland  Education  District).   As  a  direct  res- 
ult, Hillcrest  High  School  and  Church  College  are  collaborating 
in  a  joint  orchestral  workshop,  the  first  being  on  the  15th  of 
August  with  Charch  College  being  the  host.  Also  they  combined 
to  perform  in  the  Hamilton  Public  Library  as  part  of  the  Hamilton 
Arts  Festival. 

Recently  a  small  Drama  Group  has  started  on  a  Wednesday 
lunch  hour  under  the  tutorship  of  Sister  Delores  Hall. 

We  have  been  able  to  have  performances  from  International 
"Musicians  in  our  Forums.   Peter  Clinch,  Saxaphonist,  and  Trevor 
Barnard  Pianist,  who  were  on  tour  from  Australia;  Gary  Brain, 
Percussionist  for  the  New  Zealand  Symphony  Orchestra;  and 
Jack  Klatyer ,  an  American  Violinist. 

Also  a  highlight  of  the  Music  Department  has  been  the  many 
beautiful  musical  presentations  in  Assemblies.   Much  valuable 
performance  experience  has  been  gained  for  those  involved.

This  was  done  through 
the   summer   months.

$100,000  was   spent   covering  one  whole  year. 

GARDENS   are  turned  over  regularly  with  new  creations   of 
garden  ornaments   and   assortments   of   all  designs. 

DOORS   are  being   replaced  with  modern   easy-to-stay-open 
doors   after    20  years    service. 

The  total   cost   of  these   expenses  round  to  a  large   sum  of 
$500,000   (half  a  million) .     Above  this,   refurnishing   for   buildings 
have  been  purchased   plus    the   access   and  machines    such  as 
the  Drink  and  Yoghurt,    and   an   additional      building   to  the 
English   Block       Students  here  at   C.C.N.Z.    are  advised  to  take 
care   of  the  beautiful   facilities   and    surroundings  which  they 
live   in   as  they  may  never    see  this   anywhere   else   in  their 
country. 

Let  us  make   our    college  and  grounds  THE  3EAUTY   SPOT  of 
New  Zealand,   by  keeping   litter   and   trash  off   floors,    lawns   and 
footpaths .

Walter  Thomas  Walmsley 

16  March  1916  - 
25  February  1978 

"While  we  are  mourning  the  loss  of  our  friend,  others  are  rejoicing  to 
meet  him  behind  the  veil". 

Shortly  after  Bro.  Walmsley  joined  the  church  in  1958  he  wrote  a  letter 
to  Pres.  Ariel  S.  Ballif,  who  was  then  Mission  President  for  New  Zealand, 
enquiring  about  the  possibilities  of  teaching  at  Church  College.    In  his 
letter  he  said,  "I  enjoy  teaching  here  (Australia)  and  think  how  wonderful 
it  would  be  teaching  in  a  Latter-day  Saint  college.    Happiness  has  been 
ours  since  joining  the  church  ..."    Bro.  Walmsley  came  to  Church  College 
in  January  of  1959  and  has  served  faithfully  as  a  member  of  the  faculty 
up  until  the  day  of  his  death.    His  dedication  to  the  school,  loyalty  to 
the  church  and  excellence  in  the  classroom  have  literally  affected  for  the 
better   the  lives  of  hundreds  of  students  who  have  known  him  while  attending 
his  classes.
